Washisoton. Dec. It.— In the secret 
session of the senate a great deal of time 
was spent on the nonutaation of Associ- 
ate Jastict- Brewer. Senator Plumb, 
whose absencM! Tuesday endangered Mr. 
Brewer's eliances of contirmation. was 
present to explain Judge Brewer's deci- 
sions in the Kansas prohibition cases and 
defend them. After a great deal of un- 
important and desultory debate, the sen- 
ate by a vote of 58 to 11 confirmed the 
nomination. Senators Moody and Petti 
grew, of South Dakota, voted against 
the nomination on the ground that Judge 
Brewer recentiy appointed a Kiuisai man 
clerk of tiie court in their state. The 
other iieKative votes were those of Blair, 
Allison.

Delaware, O.. Deo. 19.— Two freight 
trains on the Hocking Valley 
railroad collided on th" trestle 
north of the city at 0 oi lock yes- 
terday m iriiing. The train from tho 
north was i iMuiiig with orders to meet 
the n'Tthliouiid train at Delaw.iiv whilo 
the southbound train was ordered to go 
ahead. Thay met on tho trestle, throww 
ing three coal cars fifty feet into tho 
ditch below. 

Both engineer and fireman of the 
southlmund ti aiii jumped, receiv ing only 
slight iiijipie^. The liremaii of the other 
train jumped lifty feet, receiving fatal 
injuries, and the laigineer of tlie same 
train leiuained on the engine and will 
die fixim his injuries. 

Freight Trataa Breaks la Two. 

De.\'vf.r, CcL, Dec. 19.— On the Denver 
and Rio Grande railway, near Walsen- 
berg, last night, a long freight train 
broke in two. and the rear portion over- 
took the trout portion on a down grade, 
wrecking eiglit cars of lumber and seven 
cars of cattle, killing or mangling nearir 
all the animals and causing the death of 
Engineer William O. Olever and Firo- 
man Thomas Baker.

A Neat Execution at Paris— The Mur- 
dart r of James Abnea Bwaog 
Into Eternity. 

Pat Hunt was executed a'. Pari) yester- 
day moraiog for tbe murder of James 
Abate. A special says: " Hunt hoped 
to the last. As the hour of death drew 
near be was told that his wife, now in 
the ' pen,' had confessed that her hus- 
band bad killed Rick Thomas. Hunt pos- 
itively denied the statement and per- 
aiated in his assertion of innocence to tbe 
last. To tbe priest who interviewed blm 
just before be went to the scaffold he said 
he had nothing to confess; was not 
afraid to die; that he forgave all his ene- 
mies, aii'l would die an innocent iii in. 

" Fathers Donnelly, Jones and Kedmon 
attended him. Hia Iron nervea never 

failed him, and he never moved a munclo 
nor betrayed the least sign of fear. He ate 
a hearty breakfast, and at 10:13 ascended 
the scaffold calmly. At 10:15 the drop 
fell. He was pronounced dead at 10:25, 
and cut down five minutaa later. 

" He was the seventh man executed on 
the gallows used. Tbe others were Dan 
Timberlake, Ike Turner, John Bush and 
Tuck Agee, executed at Lexiagtoa; John 
Bulger at Maysville, and Wm. Neal at 
Grayson. 

" It is thought that Mrs. Hunt's confea- 
sion isapartof agreatadienetoatcorthtr 
release, and no one believes that Hunt 
killed Thomai,aa abeoonfeaaea, but there 
toaodoabltbatbekUledAbaae.
